Hi-tech centre will 


create 1,000 jobs

ABOUT 1,000 jobs 
will be created near 
Ely after a high-tech 
software business 
centre was given the 
go-ahead by planners. 

The Elean Data Camp¬ 
us will be a 65,000sq ft 
data storage centre built 
on the old Mepal airfield 
- with a 400-home “eco¬ 
village” for workers due 
to follow on a nearby 
site. 

Developers Lasercharm 
were given planning per¬ 
mission for the centre last 
week after East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s plan¬ 
ning chiefs used their delega¬ 
ted powers to bypass a vote by 
council’s planning committee. 

It follows an extensive 
consultation scheme in the 
nearby villages of Mepal, 
Witcham and Sutton, which 
yielded no objections from the 
public. 

Plans for the eco-village 
have yet to be submitted to the 
council, which insisted the 
joint planning application for 
the homes and business site 
were split up. 

Councillor Ian Allen, who 
represents Haddenham, where 
the business park will be built, 
said: “It’s brilliant news - I 
certainly welcome the crea¬ 
tion of these extra jobs, many 
of which will be highly skilled 
IT roles. 

“We’ve had plenty of 
grandiose schemes for this 
area and it will be great to see 
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something finally happen. 

“It is only right that the 
business park goes ahead first 
and then we can think about 
building these homes.” 

It follows fears that the 
business park was a “Trojan 
horse” to force planners into 
allowing development of 
lucrative commuter homes off 
the A141. But the data centre 
will now go ahead independ¬ 
ently. 

Lasercharm spokesman 
Alex Arthur heralded the 
business park as “Europe’s 
greenest data centre” because 
it will use 40 per cent less 
electricity than similar sites 
due to absorption cooling. It 
will also be powered by 
carbon-neutral bio-mass plant. 

He said: “The reduction in 
the energy burden will trans¬ 
late directly to reduced opera¬ 
tional costs for the data centre 
occupiers, in addition to re¬ 
ducing the impact on the 
environment by the data 
centre campus. 

“The combination of the 
biomass plant, the eco-village 
and the absorption cooling 
will probably establish Elean 
Data Campus as the most 
environmentally-friendly and 
cost-efficient data centre 
location in Europe.” 

Lasercharm have yet to 
announce a timetable for 
building the six “data hubs” at 
the site, but say the develop¬ 
ment will be built gradually 
according to demand from 
potential tenants.

Centre gives unwanted 
pets a second chance 


LOUISE MARTIN goes 
behind the scenes at 
Block Fen, the RSPCA’s 
Cambridgeshire centre, 
where rescue cats and 
dogs are lovingly cared 
for while they wait for the 
perfect match - a new 
owner and a new home.

yW animals sleeping 

V V soundly at Block 
Fen Animal Centre, it 
would be easy to think 
they did not have a care in 
the world. I had arrived to 
help out for the day and 
expected to be greeted 
with a cacophony of noise 
from the homeless dogs 
and cats, but they were 
obviously enjoying a lie-in 
at their temporary home. 

Many of the rescue animals 
come from troubled 
backgrounds but, as they wake 
from their slumber, it is clear 
they have lost none of their joy 
for life. Like humans, an 
animal’s first thought after a 
good night’s sleep is food, so 
cattery worker Laura Prince and 
I get to work delivering bowls of 
Whiskas to the hungry felines. 

“My day involves a lot of 
cleaning, feeding and 
medicating,” says Laura, 28. “We 
get a lot of animals who have 
long-term medical problems and 
need continuous treatment, 
which is one of the reasons why 
animals come to us, as the 
treatment can be expensive and 
the owner may not be able to 
afford it. I spend from 8.30am 
feeding the cats and cleaning out 
their pens before we open to the 
public at 11am.” 

At first I feel slightly wary of 
the cats and their big staring 
eyes, which watch me intently as 
I reach into the enclosures to 
give them fresh water. Some stay

on their cushions, others 
playfully paw the glass, while the 
more timid run away and hide 
under their bedding. 

With Tia, Sylvester, Dolly and 
friends all fed and watered, 
Laura tells me more about the 
cattery “I can’t help but treat all 
of the cats as my own,” she says. 
“When I first started I wanted to 
take them all home! But it’s 
really nice when you see them 
going off with their new owner 
to start their new life.” 

Every cat has a poster on the 
door to their pen telling visitors 
their name, temperament, why 
they have ended up at the cattery 
and what type of owner they 
would suit. 

“People are welcome to come 
and have a look around,” says 
Laura. “We write as much as we 
can about the cats so visitors can 
get an idea of what they are like. 
If they find a cat they like we can 
tell them more about it and it’s 
important that we have a chat 
about their situation to check 
that the cat will be right for them 
and their lifestyle. 

“There is some paperwork and 
a home visit just to check that 
the house is animal friendly and, 
particularly important for cats, 
that it’s not too close to a busy 
road. When everything is passed 
they can take the cat home. The 
whole process usually takes 
about a week.”

According to Laura, the centre 
has rarely had to refuse someone 
a cat but, if they don’t think the 
match is a good one, then they 
are left with no choice. 

“We try to make sure the 
possible new owner understands 
what the cat needs and that it 
matches well,” she explains. 
“Sometimes they reserve a 
kitten and then the home check 
will reveal that everyone is out of 
the house for nine hours a day 
and the kitten would be on its 
own. For an adult cat that’s fine, 
but a little kitten would get up to 
all sorts of mischief.” 

Like many of the RSPCA 
workers at Block Fen, which 
re-homes animals from across 
Cambridge and surrounding 
areas, Laura has been at the 
centre since it opened five years 
ago. “I was really lucky,” she 
says. “Practically everyone who 
works here had been monitoring 
the build and waiting until we 
could apply We were all really 
excited to start. It’s changed a lot 
since it first opened when it was 
only half full. We’re busy all the 
time now.” 

With the cats all fed and 
watered, I leave them waiting to 
catch the eye of a new owner, 
and catch up with reception 
supervisor Emma Smiths. 

Emma, 35, started her career at 
the centre as a volunteer in the 
cattery, before becoming a care 


assistant in the kennels. She is 
the first port of call for people 
calling or visiting the centre at 
Wimblington, which cares for 
small animals such as mice, 
rabbits hamsters and guinea 
pigs as well as cats and dogs. 

“Now that I work on reception 
I’m the one taking the calls from 
people who no longer want their 
pets, so I see it from the other 
side,” says Emma. “Some are 
very genuine cases but some just 
expect us to take them because 
they don’t want them any more. 

“One of the most extreme 
cases I’ve seen was when I 
worked in the kennels and we 
had about 200 labradors from a 
puppy farm. We had to put three 
or four of them in a kennel at a 
time while we arranged for them 
to be transferred out. 

“We held a big re-homing 
weekend and had people 
camping out the night before.” 
According to Emma and Laura, 
the main reasons for people 
giving up their animals to the 
RSPCA are: a relationship 
break-up, change in working 
hours or location, not getting on 
with other animals, illness or the 
arrival of a new baby 

Emma says: “We are licensed 
to take 60 dogs and 72 cats but we 
can apply for a special licence in 
emergency situations so we can 
care for more for a short period 
of time. We still have dogs on 
our waiting list from October 
last year. About 90 per cent of 
the waiting list is made up of 
Staffordshire bull terriers but we 
can’t just fill the kennels with 
them - we have to have a 
variety” 

The centre never allows people 
to buy a pet as a surprise gift - 
all members of the family have 
to be present. 

By now the kennels have come 
to life and I join kennel 
supervisor Leanne Burns for 
some more cleaning and feeding. 

As we take two of the lively 
labradors for some exercise, I 
can’t help feeling a pang of guilt 
as the remaining dogs turn their 
hopeful faces towards us, and 
patiently wait their turn.

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THE historic magis¬ 
trates’ court in Ely 
could close because it is 
not being used enough. 

Documents leaked to the 
Weekly News reveal that Ely 
Magistrates’ Court is likely 
to shut following recomm¬ 
endations in a review of 
rural courts by Her Majesty’s 
Court Service. 

The report states: “The 
assets of Ely, Sudbury and 
Mildenhall are under¬ 
utilised assets that should be 
disposed and the workload 
transferred to other local 
courts that require more 
work to increase operational 
efficiency whilst main¬ 
taining access to justice.” 

But Kathy Bradney, a form¬ 
er chairman of the bench at 
the Grade Il-listed court¬ 
house, condemned the clos¬ 
ure plan, saying: “It will be 
the end of local justice. My 
main concern is for people 
who will have to travel to 
other cities. 

“Even a short court app¬ 
earance in Cambridge will 
take up their whole day.” 

She added: “It will be 
horrendous for people, even 
if they have a car and I don’t 


see how those using public 
transport will manage.” 

Another senior magistrate, 
who did not want to named, 
said: “It will be a disaster for 
Ely and East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“The courthouse in Ely is 
an integral part of justice in 
East Cambridgeshire - 
scrapping it will rip the 
heart out of this process. 

“Local justice provided by 
local JPs is one of the great 
achievements of British 
justice. 


“This will be destroyed if 
these bureaucrats get their 
way. 

“They value the court¬ 
house at £350,000, but it is a 
listed building of unique 
historical importance. 

“I don’t see how they will 
convert it to another use. 

“Its closure could easily 
lead to a breakdown in local 
justice as it will be too 
difficult for people to get to 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court, especially if they 
don’t have a car.” 


The report estimates the 
courthouse closure would 
save £191,000 a year and if it 
was approved it is believed it 
will close within three years. 

The building was opened 
in 1822 amid fears of grow¬ 
ing lawlessness in the Fens 
following the infamous 1816 
Littleport rioting, which saw 
looting in Ely. 

It is normally open on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays and 
deals mainly with motoring 
offences. 

The building was designed 
by former Cambridge mayor 
Charles Humfrey, and later 
renovated by George Basevi, 
architect of the Fitzwilliam 
Museum in Cambridge, who 
fell to his death from the 
west tower of Ely Cathedral 
while surveying its roof. 

Pauline Cornford, area 
director for Her Majesty’s 
Courts Service, who is lead¬ 
ing the review, said: “No dec¬ 
isions have been made as to 
which - if any - of the 
proposed recommendations 
will proceed further. 

“However, during the 
summer the area director 
and her team will have 
further discussions and 
meetings with magistrates, 
judges and staff to agree how 
to proceed.”

Airforce denies 
planes fly over 
the cathedral 


AIRFORCE chiefs 
have denied pilots 
are flying over Ely 
Cathedral. 

RAF Mildenhall base 
commander Squadron 
Leader Richard Fryer 
issued the rebuttal after 
civic leaders in Ely 
accused airforce bosses 
of breaking an agree¬ 
ment that pilots should 
not fly directly over the 
historic Norman build¬ 
ing. 

It follows an upturn in 
air traffic in recent 
weeks after the base 
switched its flight paths 
over the city due to 
unusual weather patt¬ 
erns. 

But John Saunders, 
secretary of the Ely 
Society, claimed the US 
airforce had agreed in 
January 2007 to fly over 
the south of Ely, home of 
light industrial sites, 
rather than the built-up 
city centre. 

He said: “The people 
of Ely should not be 
subjected to noisy, low- 
flying aircraft distur¬ 
bing, without reason, 
the historic environ¬ 
ment of our city. 

“We fail to see why the 
aircraft are using this 
route again. 
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“They should be on 
the agreed direct path 
over the station area or 
indeed not over the town 
at all if the weather is 
good.” 

But Sqdn Ldr Fryer 
said residents were 
mistaken when they 
claimed flights had 
passed over the cathe¬ 
dral. 

He said: “It’s about 
perception. An aircraft 
may look like it’s over a 
particular building due 
to where you are stand¬ 
ing. Actually it will be 
passing to the north or 
west of it. 

“There has never been 
an agreement not to fly 
within 1km or 500m of 
the centre of Ely, as 
some people have 
claimed. It was more 
concerned with the 
height of flights over¬ 
head, which was greatly 
increased to over 2,000m. 

“I am very happy to 
discuss these concerns 
with these people, but 
we are not breaking any 
agreement. 

“Flights towards Ely 
only make up 15 per cent 
of all flights from our 
base and we’re now 


back on our other 
runway towards Bury St 
Edmunds, so it shouldn’t 
be a problem any more.” 

Despite the noise 
overhead, Weekly News 
readers have written to 
support airforce bosses 
and criticise those who 
have complained. 

Robin Green, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, said: 
“The transporters that 
fly into RAF Mildenhall 
have enough grief land¬ 
ing in operational zones 
- let them have a 
peaceful and uneventful 
landing and take-off 
here. 

“They can fly over my 
house all day and night - 
God bless them.” 

Philip McPherson, of 
Cardinals Way, Ely, said: 
“I am glad that our 
NATO ally is so busy 
and active. 

“If people are annoyed 
about a ‘constant drone’ 
let them campaign to 
stop road traffic from 
rushing through the old 
streets of Ely 

“The constant roar 
and shudder of road 
traffic seven metres 
away is much more 
annoying than the 
occasional drone from a 
passing aircraft 700 
metres up in the air.” 


Cable theft disrupts train services 


TRAIN services were restored in the 
Ely and Newmarket areas on 
Tuesday afternoon after engineers 
replaced signalling cable which had 
been stolen from the trackside. 

The theft of about 250 metres of 
copper cable halted trains on the 
Ipswich to Peterborough route. 

Trains from Ipswich were 
terminating at Bury St Edmunds 
where replacement buses were 
brought into operation. 

The theft was discovered on 
Tuesday morning and was being 
investigated by officers from British 


Transport Police’s specialist 
Operation Drum. 

A Network Rail spokesman said 
the theft was the latest in a spate of 
incidents which have cost more than 
£4 million and disrupted train 
services all over the country But he 
said the type of theft was compar¬ 
atively rare in East Anglia. 

He said a fail-safe system 
automatically switches signals to 
red if the cable is cut. But he said 
the thieves would have exposed 
themselves to danger by trespassing 
on the railway line.

teenager tells court 


MEMORIES of school 
bullying led to a teenager 
assaulting his old 
nemesis, a court heard. 

A 17-year-old from Ely spotted 
Oliver Lingard on a night out in 
the city and, with a friend, 
chased him into an alleyway 
where they attacked him. 

The assault, which happened 
in the early hours of April 19, 
left Mr Lingard with a 
perforated eardrum. 

The 17-year-old, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, told 
Ely Youth Court that Mr 
Lingard used to bully him, and 
on one occasion had thrown his 
shoes out of a school bus 
window. 

The youth, who had been 
drinking on the night of the 
attack, admitted assault. CCTV 
images showed him punching 
Mr Lingard twice, and then 
kicking him. 

He also pleaded guilty to 


possessing cannabis, which was 
found on him when he was 
arrested. His friend, also aged 
17, admitted assault, including 
headbutting Mr Lingard. 

Passing police officers had 
seen his violent attack on Mr 
Lingard, and both youths were 
detained after a chase. 

The bullied youth said: 
“Lingard used to bully me at 
school, he used to bully every¬ 
one. 

“I had had a few to drink, but 
he tried to provoke me by 
saying ‘remember the time I 
threw your shoes out the bus 
window’, when I was in Year 7 
or 8.” 

Mr Lingard, who bit the 
finger of one of the youths in 
self-defence, did not suffer any 
other injuries. 

David Stewart, defending, 


said: “Some goading went on 
but neither of them uses it as a 
justification for their actions. 

“Both of them gave admis¬ 
sions and expressed remorse 
when they were interviewed by 
police.” 

The bullied youth’s friend 
who headbutted Mr Lingard 
was of previous good character. 

Magistrates ordered him to 
pay £50 compensation and £50 
costs, and placed him under a 
three-month referral order. 

They placed the bullied 
youth, who had two previous 
convictions, on a three-month 
action plan, and ordered him to 
pay £50 costs. 

Chairman of the bench Susan 
Thompson said: “This is not the 
way to go about. 

“Don’t react to anything like 
that again.” 


ABOUT 140 wader chicks 
have been eaten by predators 
after their nests were disturbed 
by flooding. 

The tiny chicks were forced to 
flee to dry ground when their 
homes in Welney Wash, near 
Littleport, were washed away 
by floods of up to 2.5m last 
week. 

It meant the two-week-old 
birds, including many precious 
black-tailed godwit chicks, 
were left at the mercy of foxes 
and other predators, who 
normally cannot access the 
birds in their wetland nests. 
Bosses at the Welney 
Wildfowl and Wetland Trust 
(WWT) centre believe the 
flooding in the Ouse Washes 
has wiped out the entire 
breeding season at the wildlife 
haven. 


Many adult birds, including 
avocet, snipe and redshanks, 
have also abandoned the area 
for fear of further flooding. 

Kevin Peberdy, the WWT’s 
development director, said: 
“Seeing another year of bank 
to bank flooding in early 
summer is devastating for 
these nationally important 
ground nesting birds. 

“It further highlights the need 
to reduce catchment run-off. 

“We are looking at developing 
alternative wetlands as soon 
as possible immediately 
outside the Ouse Washes at 
Welney. 

“This could help mitigate some 
of the losses and particularly 
be an important lifeline to the 
black-tailed godwits.” 


Pupils boost Liam’s funds 


SCHOOLMATES of Liam 
Fairhurst have raised 
another £900 for his amazing 
fundraising campaign. 

Pupils at Soham Village 
College raised the cash for 
the children’s cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent by 
holding a string of events 
during the spring and 
summer terms. 


It will be added to the 
grand total of £150,000 
raised by 13-year-old Liam 
for the charity in the past 
two years while he has been 
suffering from cancer.

Jubilee Gardens should make 
officials think twice about veto

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Elaine’s country store is 
packed with fresh ideas 


AS part of the Weekly News Buy Local 
campaign, reporter JACK GROVE talks 
to Elaine Griffin-Singh, of Griffin’s 
Country Store. 


ELY once again has an 
independent fruit and veg 
shop. 

Griffin’s Country Store 
opened in November in 
Three Cups Walk (top 
walkway to the Broad 
Street car park), and is 
experiencing a growing 
following. The shop is run 
by Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
better known for her 
antiques business, Griffin 
Antiques in Forehill. 

Elaine said that she had for 
a long time felt it was 
almost criminal that a city 
in the fens had no fresh 
fruit and veg outlet. When 
the premises in Three 
Cups Walk became 
available she could just 
visualise it as a farmshop 
with it’s natural olde world 
feel. 

The shop has three 
deliveries of fresh produce 
per week with an emphasis 
on sourcing locally where 
possible. Apart from the 
foreign fruits, the produce 
is commonly from 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk 
and Lincolnshire. This not 
only leads to a fresher 
product but helps to keep 
prices down and be eco- 
friendly at the same time. 
Griffin’s is like a well 
stocked larder. The 
shelves bulge with lovely 
jars of preserves and 


pickles, meats and 
cheeses, old fashioned 
cakes, biscuits and 
sweets, pasta and oils, 
fairtrade tea, coffee, honey, 
the list goes on. The 
terraced and upstairs area 
is also now open as a cafe. 
There is the entire range of 
James White fruit juices, 
Big Tom and Uncle 
Cornelius from 
Ashbocking, Pipers crisps 
‘made by Farmers’ in 
Lincolnshire, Norfolk loaf 
cakes, sauces from 
Swayfen, Suffolk etc. 
Upstairs at Griffin’s hosts a 
range of mirrors and gifts, 
some pine and garden 
furniture. 

As the business develops, 
the emphasis will be on 
stocking unusual and 
interesting items preferably 
with a local feel. The 
business hopes to be able 
to soon stock English 
wines and local beers and 
ciders. 

Elaine said: “While people 
like the concept of the 
local independent shop, it 
takes time for people to 
form the habit of shopping 


at different specialist 
stores, rather than 
grabbing everything with 
their weekly groceries at 
the superstores. 

“It is important that people 
see us as an every day 
shop and not a novelty 
shop for the visitor and I 
am working very hard to 
keep our prices 
competitive to achieve 
that. Unbelievably, 
although prices change 
weekly, on many ‘like for 
like’ products, we can 
actually be cheaper than 
Ely’s supermarkets. 

“My goal this coming year 
is to increase our lines of 
interesting foodstuffs, and 
through an emphasis on 
personal service, increase 
our regular trade.” 

The shop has introduced a 
free local delivery service, 
which Elaine believes is 
particularly useful to older 
residents who cannot carry 
heavy bags or, 
alternatively, telephone 
your order through for free 
delivery each week. Call

Digging out new 
recycle options 

THE amount of “hard-to-recycle” waste 
going to landfill or being fly-tipped could 
be reduced if a study can identify new 
recycling options. 

The East of England Regional Assem¬ 
bly (EERA) has commissioned Valpak, a 
packaging and waste consultancy to look 
at why some materials are difficult to 
recycle. 

The study will look at plasterboard, 
carpet, and electrical and electronic 
equipment. 

It aims to examine the viability for 
recycling each material, identify gaps in 
recycling capacity, and ascertain the 
quantity of the hard-to-recycle mater¬ 
ials. 

More than 61 per cent of waste went to 
landfill last year. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, chairman of 
EERA’s regional planning panel, said: 
“We have achieved a great deal, 
exceeding Government recycling targets 
in Suffolk, Norfolk and Cambridgeshire, 
but more still needs to be done. 

“There needs to be a better 
understanding of what can be recycled 
and the means to recycle it. Businesses 
and families need greater support and 
information to recycle these materials.”

only to see councillors 
give the proposals the 
go-ahead. 

The decision by the 
council’s licensing 
committee has dism¬ 
ayed residents, who 
fear the peaceful 
atmosphere of the 
riverside park will be 
ruined by the presence 
of hotdog stalls and 
kebab vans. 

Liz Wainwright, a 
member of Friends of 
Jubilee Gardens, said: 
“Street trading will 
spoil the natural 
openness, quality and 
general ambiance of 
the gardens. 

“Children play safely 
and enjoy the play¬ 
ground in a natural 


environment. Why 
spoil it by having street 
traders plying their 
wares and encouraging 
them to ask their 
parents to spend 
money? 

“If it was just one 
pitch for an ice cream 
van, then it would be a 
different matter. But 
it’s a blanket approach, 
which will open the 
door for all types of 
traders. 

“We are already well- 
served with shops and 
restaurants in this 
area, with the new 
Maltings restaurant 
opening soon too. We 


don’t need more 
traders here.” 

The decision follows 
a campaign by nearby 
residents, who sent 38 
letters to the council 
objecting to the plans 
and also collected a 71- 
name petition. 

But councillors 
backed the move to 
turn Jubilee Gardens 
into a designated 
trading area by five 
votes to three. However, 
they threw out a 
request for trading in 
Annesdale. 

Patricia Simmonds, 
who started the resid¬ 
ents’ campaign, said: 


“Jubilee Gardens has 
become firmly estab¬ 
lished as an area of 
beauty and relaxation 
enjoyed by many, 
linking, as it does the 
attractive walk from the 
Cathedral to the river. 

“Street trading will 
completely alter and 
devalue this environ¬ 
ment. 

“It could open the 
floodgates to all kinds 
of undesirables, gener¬ 
ating noise, smells and 
heaps of litter. 

“There has been 
enormous support 
from local residents, 
but not one voice has 
been heard in support 
of the proposal.” 

Liz Knox, the 
council’s head of envir¬ 
onmental services, 
said: “Committee mem¬ 
bers saw this plan as a 
way of controlling the 
type of trading that 
goes on in Jubilee 
Gardens. 

“There is a fear by 
residents that it will 
become a ‘free for all’ 
for traders. In fact, the 
consent zone allows us 
to control the amount 
of traders and there 
will only be a few of 
them.”

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Super clinics will not affect 
surgeries, say health chiefs

POLYCLINICS will not be 
coming to Cambridgeshire 
and the county’s small GP 
surgeries are safe, say health 
bosses. 

A national storm is brewing over 
super-size surgeries, with more than 
a million people signing a British 
Medical Association (BMA) petition 
against polyclinics as the Con¬ 
servatives accuse Labour of aiming 
to introduce them across the country. 

But Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) says the county’s major 
new surgery, to be located in St Neots 
and opening from 8am to 8pm every 
day, is a GP-led health centre which 
will not affect existing surgeries. 

Dr Dennis Cox, chairman of the 
PCT’s professional executive comm¬ 
ittee and a GP at the Cambridge 
Access Centre, said: “I cannot see 
that a small health centre with 
maybe two or three doctors working 
in it is a threat to patients in Ely, 
Littleport, St Ives and Cambridge. 

“We need all the GP surgeries we 
have got. We have no interest what¬ 
soever in closing surgeries down.” 

The contract to run the St Neots 
health centre will be put out to 
tender by the PCT, which will follow 
Department of Health guidelines 
and invite bids from NHS providers, 


GP consortia and the private sector. 
Defenders of polyclinics say they are 
purely a solution for London. 

Lord Darzi, the health minister, 
has called for a network of 150 
polyclinics across the capital to 
provide services, such as X-rays and 
scans, normally available only in 
hospitals. 

Labour says the GP-led health 
centres it has ordered every PCT to 


build are not polyclinics, as they will 
not offer the same range of services. 

But the Conservatives believe the 
polyclinic experiment will be rolled 
out nationwide. They claim if that 
happens, the average distance people 
in Cambridge will have to travel to 
see a GP will increase from 0.6 miles 
to 2 miles. 

Andrew Lansley, MP for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire South and shadow 


health secretary, said: “The average 
distance people will have to travel to 
see their local doctor could rise to 
three miles - in some rural areas it 
might be even further.” 

But Dr Cox believes centres like 
the one in St Neots, which will 
combine a permanent list of 2,500 
patients with a walk-in option for 
others, will not affect other GP 
surgeries. He said: “People can still 
remain registered with their 
existing doctor.” 

Councillor Geoff Heathcock, 
Liberal Democrat spokesman for 
health on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, thinks the polyclinic row 
involves both political point-scoring 
and justified concerns. 

He said: “The Tories cannot have it 
both ways. They have consistently 
said they want to see more private 
sector involvement in the NHS. 
Polyclinics are the 2008 version of 
what the Tories would like to see 
elsewhere in the NHS. 

“But in a predominantly rural 
area, we have got to be extremely 
vigilant that small GP practices are 
not forced out by stealth. I would not 
be convinced that just because at the 
moment we have not heard poly¬ 
clinics mentioned in Cambridge¬ 
shire, we won’t see them coming 
forward in a year or two. 

“The Government wants more of 
these health centres and wants the 
private sector to be more involved.” 


Recycling 
options to 
be studied 

THE amount of “hard- 
to-recycle” waste going 
to landfill or being fly- 
tipped could be reduced 
if a study can identify 
new recycling options. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) has commiss¬ 
ioned Valpak, a pack¬ 
aging and waste con¬ 
sultancy, to look at why 
some materials are 
difficult to recycle. The 
study will look at plast¬ 
erboard, carpet, and 
electrical and elect¬ 
ronic equipment. 

It aims to examine 
the viability for recycl¬ 
ing each material, 
identify gaps in recycl¬ 
ing capacity, and asc¬ 
ertain the quantity of 
the hard-to-recycle mat¬ 
erials. More than 61 per 
cent of waste went to 
landfill last year. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, 
chairman of EERA’s 
regional planning pan¬ 
el, said: “We have ach¬ 
ieved a great deal, 
exceeding Government 
recycling targets in 
Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire, but 
more still needs to be 
done. 

“There needs to be a 
better understanding of 
what can be recycled 
and the means to 
recycle it.”

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Passat CC takes ‘Comfort 
Coupe’ idea to new heights 


HERE’S a Volkswagen 
Passat which is, well, 
something quite different, 
even if it doesn’t look it at 
first glance. Lower, 
sleeker and more 
upmarket, the Passat CC 
is what its makers call a 
‘Comfort Coupe’ rather 
than any kind of 
cabriolet. Oh and it has 
four doors and a decent 
boot too. 

Volkswagen, of course, 
is keen to explain how 
the Passat CC differs 
mechanically from its 
more conventional saloon 
sibling. Given that it rides 
on exactly the same 
chassis and uses a 
subset of the Passat 
saloon engine range, 


scope for modification is 
predictably slim. The car 
sits 50mm lower, giving a 
centre of gravity closer to 
the road. The driver sits 
15mm lower in the car, 
again supposedly 
imbuing him or her with a 
greater sense of 
connectedness with the 
road surface. Three 
petrol engines and two 
diesel powerplants are 
offered which span a 
range from 138bhp diesel 
right up to 30Qbhp 3.6- 
litre V6 petrol. 

The design of the 
Passat CC is fascinating. 
Despite almost every 
external body panel 
being different to that of 
the saloon model, most 


people may quite easily 
not realise that this is a 
different car. It takes the 
two cars sitting back to 
back to really establish 
what Volkswagen has 
done with the CC. The 
unique steel body is 
31mm longer than the 
saloon’s, that difference 
being made up entirely 
by front and rear 
overhang increases. You 
might think that this may 
well offer a bonus in 
terms of luggage space 
but the sloping boot deck 
actually reduces capacity 
by 40 litres. 

Prices start at £21,040 
and peak at £31,120. 
Insurance groups start at 
10 go up to 16.

Seven-up 
for Yearn 


LEE Yearn kept his cool 
to clinch his seventh 
Cambridgeshire Area

213 and the other two on one 
under. Greenall’s challenge 
dissipated in the final round 
with a plethora of bogeys, but 
three birdies had seen Yearn 
take the lead by the turn at 
four under, with Phillips one 
back. After trading birdies, 
Phillips gained an initiative 
at the 17th after Yearn 
bogeyed, but then the Royston 
player did the same. Yearn 
had parred the last and after 
an excellent approach shot, 
Phillips had a 15ft putt to take 
the championship to a 
play-off. But as the Snake 
Eyes golf bags gathered 
round the green, the eagle 
eyes focused on it and his shot 
drifted narrowly to the left, 
and it was Yearn’s title again 
to follow-up his success in 


2003. “I played awful on 
Saturday and just chipped 
and putted my way round,” 
said Yearn. “I went on the 
practice ground on Sunday 
morning, and hit awful again 
and thought ‘oh dear’, but 
somehow I found a swing and 
still putted really well. 

“I played a good front nine 
and sorted out what I was 
doing wrong, and went from 
there. I was playing solid, and 
knew where the ball was 
roughly going. 

“The last four years I’ve 
played okay, but putted 
terribly, putting my way out 
of it. I didn’t play very well at 
the start but got better as the 
game went on.”

KELLY SOTHERTON believes she 
can strike gold in Beijing - with a 
little help from Ely’s Goldie 
Sayers. Heptathlete Sotherton 
has turned to Britain’s javelin 
No 1 after a succession of woeful 
performances in the discipline at 
recent major championships. 
Sayers, pictured right, has her 
own medal ambitions in Beijing, 
but Sotherton claims she’s been 
happy to help in her hour of need. 
“Goldie has been a fantastic 
encouragement to me - a real 
assistance with the javelin and a 
great friend to talk to,” said 
Sotherton. “I’ve had a few 
sessions with her recently that 
have been really helpful and we’ll 
probably do some work together 
at the training camp in Macau 
before the Olympics. 

“It’s good to watch someone who 
is as good as Goldie. She’s great 
fun to be around and we are 
good mates. I know I can learn 
from her and she helps relax me. 
“Everyone knows that my javelin 
has really cost me in the last few

years. It’s a psychological event 
for me. I know now that I can 
record a good throw - it’s just a 
question of being positive. 

“I’ve got added confidence in the 
event and that’s a massive step 
for me.” Sayers - who will 
compete for Britain in this 
month’s European Cup in Annecy 
- also believes Sotherton is 
making giant strides forward. 

“I’m happy to help in any way I 
can,” she said. “We’ve become 


good friends and we’ve talked 
about rooming together in Beijing. 
“She has thrown 40 metres in the 
past and I really believe she can 
do it again. She is working so 
hard at it - there is a plan and I 
know how determined she is.” 
National record holder Sayers, 
who won last week’s Askina 
meeting in Kassel, Germany, 
captained Great Britain’s athletes 
at last year’s World Champion¬ 
ships in Osaka. And it is a job 
that Sotherton - who is helping 
launch the Splenda Bikini Beat 
Workout this summer - would not 
mind taking off her hands in 
Beijing. “Goldie was captain last 
year and I’ve done it a couple of 
times at other events, but I’d love 
the chance to do it at the 
Olympics,” added Sotherton.
